Esta es una fiesta auténticamen¬ 
te americana cuya tradición se 
remonta a los años 1621, poco 
tiempo después de la llegada de 
The Pilgrims, a Plymouth Rock, 
Massachussetts. 

En la Edad 
Media, los peregrinos eran gentes 
que buscaban la paz para sus es¬ 
píritus, visitando los lugares sus 
creencias la cristiandad, viagando 
a grandes distancias, relacionando 
sus creencias religosas con sus 
costumbres y formas de vivir; 
estas visitas fueron muy frecuen¬ 
tes a la tumba de Santo Tomás 
en Canterbury, Inglaterra, Saint 
James de Compostela en España, 
las capillas de San Pedro y San 
Pablo en Roma y los Lugares Sa¬ 
grados en Palestina. 

Amaban la aventura y tenían 


la gran De de salvar sus almas y 
la esperanza de curar sus enfer¬ 
medades físicas y espirituales, 
pero para ello era necesario en¬ 
contrar en el mundo un lugar, 
donde pudieran realizar sus 
prácticas religiosas con libertad, 
lejos de los ataques, de los insultos 
y de las persecusiones de otros 
grupos religosos. The Pilgrims o 
Peregrinos pertenecían a la secta 
de los Puritanos en Inglaterra, 
quienes tuvieron que hcir de su 
país a raíz de que el Rey James, I 
no permitía la libertad de religión 
y se embarcaron para el nuevo 
mundo en un buque mercante 101 
personas, entre ellos 18 mujeres y 
18 hombres y el resto niños, 
quienes llegaron a bordo del 
“Mayflower” a Plymouth Rock el 
21 de Diciembre de 1620. fundan¬ 
do la primera colonia permanente 
en lo que hoy es Massachusetts. 

Al fin! . . . eran libros, en una 
tierra nueva, en donde podrían 
hacer el culto se su religión de 
acuerdo a sus creencias y costum¬ 
bres; preo tenían que empezar, 
para vivir allí, desde el principio; 
primero, construir sus casas para 
protegerse de la inclemencia del 
frío tan horrible y luego sem¬ 
brar los campos, para proveerse 
de algunos alimentos. Fue una 
etapa de intenso sacrificio, para 
estos peregrinos, quienes al fin de 
la época invernol solo sobre 











vivieron 4 mujeres y 8 hombres. 
Felizmente los indios Patuxet 
fueron muy amigables con ellos, 
para evitar el exterminio, y les 
blindaron su ayuda en la con¬ 
strucción de sus casas y semillas 
de maiz, enseñándoles también el 
cultivo. Al año siguiente tuvieron 
una excelente cosecha que les 
sirvió para matar el hambre que 
rondaba tras de ellos y para cele¬ 
brar este acontecimiento, el que 
hacía de Gobernador del grupo, 
decidió festejarlo con una gran 
comida, invitando a los indios de 
la tribu Patuxet quienes eran sus 
amigos, a participar de éste ban¬ 
quete. Envió a cuatro hombres a 
cazar y a pezcar, quienes regre¬ 
saron con patos, ganzos y pavos 
silvestres. El número de indios 
sumaban mas de 90 y el Goberna¬ 


dor se vvió en apuros, pero los ir 
dios contribuyeron con 5 venado; 
celebrándose de este modo la me 
mida tradicional como Agradec: 
miento a Dios, por su ampare 
generosidad y protección. 

Sin embargo, en el año de 186 
el Presidente Abraham Lineo! 
proclamó el “Dia Nacional d 
Gracias” o “National Thanksgiver 
Day” para ser celebrado el 4tc 
jueves del mes de Nociembre, ei 
Honor a la nueva Constitución de 
los Estados Unidos, proclamad 
por George Washington el 26 d 
Nov. de 1789. Estos dos aconteci 
mientos de gran trascendencia 
que coinciden en un mismo día, e 
celebrado actualmente en nuestri 
país, con una mesa muy bien ser 
vida, en la que se exhiben los pro 
ductos de una buena cosecha.

I think all this 
is just something blown out of all 
proportion by the media, and it 
makes me mad.

ANSWER: 

A report published by the U.S. 
Census Bureau, Marital Status and 
living Arrangements: March, 
1979, contains statistics that show 
there indeed have been major 
changes in American living ar¬ 
rangements. 

Between 1970 and 1979, the 
ratio of divorced persons per 1.000 
husbands and wives in intact mar¬ 
riages increased 96 percent. The 
number of unmarried men and 
women living togther in 1979 was 
more than double the 1970 figure 
—up to 1.3 million households 
from half a million. Still, un¬ 
married couples accounted for 
only 3 percent of all couples liv¬ 
ing together in 1979. 

The number of one-person 
households rose nearly 60 percent 


in the 1970‘s, according to the 

Census Bureau, from 10.9 million 
to 17.2 million. Today, roughly 
one out of every five households 
is a person living alone. 

Almost as p^eat has been the 
increase in single-parent house¬ 
holds—up 50 percent between 
1970 and 1979. Eight times out of 
ten, the head of a single-parent 
household is a woman. 

These trends will continue, but 
at a much more moderate rate, 
according to research recently 
completed by the Urban Institute 
and reported in the fall, 1980 issue 
of Policy and Research Report. 
The size of the average household 
fell from 3.33 persons in 1960 to 
2 81 persons in 1978, and the de¬ 
cline will continue. By 1990, the 
average household will be only 
2.58 persons, projections indicate. 
The Urban Institute report atri¬ 
butes the dramatic increase in the 
number of single-adult households 
to high divorce rates that are not 
offset by any increase in marri¬ 
ages. But projections indicate that 
marriages and divorce rates should 
both stabilize during the next de¬ 
cade, and by 1990 marriages 
should be on the increase. Yet, 
while households consisting of 
families will remain the dominant 
pattern, we will still see the va¬ 
riety of living arrangements which 
the changing lifestyles of the last 
20 years have caused to flourish. 
Statistically speaking, these 
changes are here to stay.
